Advocates of 1 A. M. Closing to In- 
sist Today McWeeny Enforce 
the Law. 


SCRIPTURE CITED BASIS OF TALKS 


A vigorous protest was made yesterday 
in the hundreds of pulpits of Chicago against 
the selling of liquors in cafés, restaurants, 
hotels, and saloons after 1 o'clock on New 
Year's eve. 

The protests are to be followed up today 
by a personal march on the office of the 
chief of police. If persuasion fails to pro- 
duce the desired effect of inducing the chief 
to issue an order closing all places at 1 
o'clock, as prescribed by the law, it is said 
that the intention is to institute legal pro- 
ceedings. 

The meeting today, which is to be the 
rallying point from which the ministers in 
a body or by a regularly constituted com- 
mittee are to start on their visit to the 
city hall, is t be held in the First Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, corner Clark and 
Washington streets. It is to be a unton 
meeting of the ministers of all denomina- 
tions and is called for 12:15. 


Open House at Art Institute. 

A more determined effort thar has been 
made for years to counteract the influence 
of a debasing observance of New Year's eve 
is also to be made throughout the city by the 
churches. The Art institute will keep open 
house as one of these attractions, F esh- 
ments will be served, the gallery will ve open 
for inspection, there will be music by young 
women entertainers, and an address by Dr. 
F. W. Gunsaulus. 
and a warm welcome !s assured all who will 
avail themselves of the hospitality of the in- 
stitute. 

The churches either in groups or singly will 
almost universaliy hold watch night services, 
The magority of them will combine social 
features with the religious exercises, and in 
many refreshments will be served. Those 
who epend the night in revelry will do so be- 
cause they choose to and not because there 
are no other places open to them. 


Anti-Saloon Men Busy. 

The protest read totheir congregations, and 
which was indorsed in many instances by a 
rising vote and again by a show of hands, 
was sent out under the joint auspices of the 
Anti-Saloon and the Law and Order leagues. 
It cited the law which plainly forbids not 
only the sale of liquor after I o'clock in the 
morning, but requires that no person shall 
be Allowed to remain in any place where 
liquor is sold after that hour. The resolu- 
tion declares that we emphatically pro- 
test against the abrogation of law and stand 
for law and order.“ 

The Rev. M. P. Boynton, pastor of the Lex- 
ington Avenue Baptist church. in his address 
which preceded the presentation of the pro- 
test to his congregation, said he had helda 
first hand interview with Chief of Police Mc- 
Weeny and had found out from him an ac- 
knowledgypent of the intended violation of 
the law by allowing the people to remain in 
the cafes and other places where liquor is 
sold until 3 o'clock, his excuse being that 
many requests had come to him for permis- 
sion to follow out the annua! custom. 


Dr. Boynton and McWeeny. 

Dr. Boynton’s conversation with Chief Me- 
Weeny was held over the telephone, he said, 
as follows: 

Q. — Chief, what are your orders con- 
cerning Tuesday night? A.- No orders. 
We will stop the sale of liquors at 1 
o’ clock as on every night. 

Q.—Will this apply to restaurants, ho- 
tels, and other places, as well as to the 
saloons’? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Whet about these people in those 
places who remain after 1 o'clock. A.— 
They will be allowed to stay until 3 
o crock. 

Q.—Is this permitted on other nights of 
the year? Are people allowed to remain 
in those places and drink up the liquor 
they have bought? A.—No. They may 
be allowed to stay for five minutes or so 
to finish their liquors. 

Q.—Then they must all go. 
A. Yes. 

Q.—Well, chief, what law is there for 
refusing to allow people to stay in those 
places until daylight and drink such 
liquors as they have bought? A.—No law 
that I know of 

In closing the places at 1 o'clock you 
drive everybody out at that time? A.— 
Yes. 


Is that it? 


Dr. Boynton Talks. 

It ip plain to see, said Dr. Boynton in 
making his comment on theinterview, “ that 
this whole matter is in the hands of the 
chief of police. At the request of many 
unnamed and unrecorded persons a priv- 
ilege is freely granted to hordes of revelers. 

“The police force is detailed to oversee 
this extralegal business, and the great ma- 
jority, over whose protest this lawlessness 
is done, pays the bill for such police work.

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COLONEL TO TELL 
HOW JAPAN ASKED 
MOVE FOR PEACE 


Article Will Show Island Gov- 
ernment, Not Russia, 
First Sought His 
Help. 


STORY GIVEN IN DETAIL. 


Letter from Emperor Kept’ by 
Roosevelt in Spite of 
Efforts to Re- 
gain It. 


[BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—[Special. }— 
New light will be thrown onthe negotiations 
preceding the close of the Russo-Japanese 
war in a series of papers now in preparation 
by former President Theodore Roosevelt. 

The papers, which will be published in a 
magazine, will be in the form of an autobi- 
ography. Naturally the biography will be 
devoted in large measure to the private side 
of public eyents, and one chapter will ten 
interesting things about the Portsmouth 
peace conference between the Russian and 
Japanese diplomats. 


4 
It has long been known that the war 


brought Japan almost to the verge of bank- 
ruptcy, but the general opinion has prevailed 
that after the severe defeats at Port Arthur 
and along the Yalu river, it was the Russians 
who sued for peace. 

But, as Col. Roosevelt will tell the story, it 
was the victerious Japanese who took the 
first step to end the war. The er of this 
government to assist in- terminating hostil- 
ities came not on suggestion of Russia, but 
at the direct request of Japan. 


Emperor’s Letter as Proof. 

Col. Roosevelt has at his disposal docu- 
mentary proof of his account of the peace 
negotiations. Most striking of the papers 
that he will bring forward is a persona! letter 
from the late emperor to Mr. Roosevelt ask-~- 
ing him to open a way for peace negotiations. 
The text of this letter is expected to produce 
a sensation in Japan. 

It is recalled that the terms finaily accepted 
by Japan were resented by the Japanese peo- 
ple, and it is thought that the publication 
now of a letter from the emperor almost 
pleading for peace will revive the old feeling 
against the government, if not against the 
throne. 

During the Russian war, Baron Kogoro 
Takahira was Japanese minister to the 
United States, and he became one of the 
Japanese peace envoys to the Portsm.utb 
conference. Ptesumably he presented the 
ae letter to Col. 
brought about the conference. On the con- 
clusion of peace the Japanese legafion here 
was raised to the rank of embassy and Vis- 
count Aoki cam from Berlin as the first 
Japanese ambassador. 


Sought to Recover Letter. 

In official circles here there has long been 
a story—never before published—that the vis- 
counts most important mission to Washing- 
ton was the recovery of the text of the em- 
peror’s letter to Col. Roosevelt. In that pur- 
nose, however, he failed. During his stay in 
Washington many important events took 
place. The Japanese school controversy 
swept the Pacific coast and Viscount Aoki 
handled the situation admirably. At abour 
that time the American battleship fleet sailed 
around the world, touching at Japanese ports 
In both these incidents the ambassador's 
ability was fully displayed. 

But without any warning ne was recalled, 
as diplomats here believe, because he could 
not jnduce Col. Roosevelt to return the iet- 
ter. However that may be, the viscount 
reached Yokohama, in obedience to a sum- 
mons, Without knowing that disgrace awaited 
him. He was met by an imperia! function- 
ary who told him he was recalled for good. 
The ambassador, it is said, almost collapsed. 

The emperor's determination to recover the 
letter, it is said. explains the reassignment 
of Baron Takahira to Washington—this time 
as ambassador. He returned to Washington 
in February, 1908. But he did not get the let- 
ter, and in September, 1900, he was recalled 
to Japan to receive domestic honors

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Drinks Sold Openly to Men 
and Women After Closing 
Hour Every Morning. 


POLICE FREQUENT PLACE 


City Prosecutor ignores Information 
Often Given by Capt. Max 
~  Nootbaar. 


“TRIBUNE'S” REPORTS EXPOSE CAFE. 


Ald. A. R. Tearney of the Second ward i¢ a 
most persistent violator of the laws made 
by the council of which he is a member. 
His saloon and café at Calumet avenue and 
Thirty-fifth street is an all night place. 
The 1 o'clock closing ordinance is violated 
every morning. 

Tearney personally manages the café 
after 1 o'clock, supervising the sale of 
liquors and eftertaining friends The doors 
are not even guarded, and the aldermen 
Personally welcomes all comers he knows by 
sight. 


Boasts of Influence. 

This bas been going on ever since Tearney 
was elected one of the council representa- 
tives of the old Third ward. Since that time 
he has boasted of his influence with the city 
administration and has said he did not think 
much of his aldermanic position, axcept as it 
aided him in his saloon business. 

Not a single prosecution. ever has bnesi 
begun against him despite the general know!- 
edge that his café was ‘ running wide open. 
Nearly 100 complaints have been filed againet 
him. They all met the same fate. They 
found their final resting place in the city hall. 

Formal reports setting forth violations 
have gone the same way. ‘When Capt. Max 
Nootbaar was placed in command of the 
Thirty-fiihb street police district his atten- 
tion was called to Tearney’s place. Present 
rules ef the department Instruct him not to 
close the place, but to report it as violating 
the 1 o'clock ordinance. Day after day he 
has filed reports against Tearney’s place 


Sent to McInerney. 

He sent them to the office of Chief of Po- 
lice McWeeny. There a memorandum was 
made in Secretary Luthardt's book and the 
reports were forwarded. to James S. MciIner- 
ney, city prosecutor, with the chief's formal 
request that prosecutions be begun. The 
memorandum book shows about 100 such re- 
quests have been r-ade. Nothing more has 
heen heard of them. Melnerney is one of 
the political lieutenants of the administra- 
tion. He is secretary of the Hearst-Harrison 
managing committee. 

On four mornings of the last week repre- 
sentative of THe Trispunge found Tearney's 
place openly violating the 1 o'clock closing 
ordinance. They found many automobile 
parties stopped there, that the tables were 
filied, that policemen drop in for a chat and 
a drink, and that Tearney always was on 
hand. The reports follow: 


THURSDAY. 

I went to Tearney’'s saloon and café at 1:15 
o'clock Thursday morning, Dec. 6 ‘The 
front door tothe saloon was locked and the 
front lights out. I went to the side door on 
Calumet avenue, which opened into the café 
No one was at the door, so I walked in; the 
head walter took my coat and gave me a 
seat at a table. Perhaps twenty-five cou- 
ples were in the place then. 

Three or four giris, who appeared to be 
about 17 years old, were drinking whisky 
sours and cocktails with men. 

Probably ten couples came in after I ar- 
rived. The latest couple arrived at 2:16 
o'clock. A porter at the door then seemed to 
keep the door locked, but when he opened 
the door and saw the last couple he let 
them in. 


Drink of All Kinds Sold. 

Drinks of all kinds and food were sold. There 
apparently was no effort to keep any one from 
coming into the caféif they wanted to. The 
saloon could be reached through a door in 
the café. but no bartender was on duty. There 
really waen'tany use of going to the bar. The 
café wasn't barring any kind of drink. 

Young men in the place looked to be abouy 
18 or 19 years old I never sa any one re- 
fused admittance while | was there and_I 
sat where it was possibie to hear and see 
everything that went on at the door, 

Practically all the people, except one or 
two couples, had left when I left at 280 
Tearney was about the café all the time £ 
was there and often went over to à table 
and drank with parties there. x 


FRIDAY. 

I entered Tearney’s place at Thirty-ffth 
street and Calumet avenue. at 12:35 a. W. 
Friday, Dec. 27, by way of Thirty-fifth street 
entrance. I walked through toa teble near 
door on Calumet avenue entrance. About fio 
people were in the two wings of the café 
at the time. I sat next to a table oocu- 
pied by four men, one of whom sitting nearest 
me had a derby hat. On the inside of the hat 
in gold colored letters was the name Aj 
Tearney.’ The man was drinking water. 
Party broke up at 12:50, all saying good night 
te “ALT 

Twelde entertainers had succeeded one an- 
other on the platform by 1 o'clock. Then 
they ceased and the musicians icft. A large 
number of patrons left the café at the same 
time. Would estimate between tand of 
thirty persons remained. 

At 1:10 a. m. I ordered Bourbon high ball 
with plain water from colored waitér No. 11. 
After drinking, investigator remarked to 
waiter on the excellence of the drink. No. }% 
agreed that plain water, in his .stimation, 
was much better than selzer or soda or the 
cheap ginger ale they used in high balls In-~ 
vestigator complimented the entertainment 
afforded in the café. 

Waiter Grows Confidential. 

No. 11 volunteered the information that it 
was the best tn town, and sure did get the 
crowds, He said the boss got the money.

Several persons 
departed at this hour, leaving probably 
twenty-five couples in the room. We ordered 
another drink The entertainers lingered, 
talking with friends at tables, and seemed 
quite well acquainted. At 1 o'clock no effort 
was made to clear the place» 

About that time I ordered a club sandwich, 
coffee, and German fried potatoes; C. and P. 
ordered Hamburger steaks and potatoes, and 
P. took coffee, 

There was a girl at one of the side tables 
with a companion, whom she frequently 
placed an arm about and caressed. A young 
fellow in evening clothes came in and was 
joined later by three friends. None of them 
looked to be of age. They drank highballs. 


More Liquor Sold. 
I ordered an apricot brandy and C. took a 
bourbon highball. Several couples left the 
eue. The lights were put out, except at the 
tables near the stage, where the late trade 
seemed to congregate. P. inquired if there 


were accommodations for private parties. 


The waiter stated there were three private 
_ dining rooms on the second floor which could

Only three or 
four waiters were left in the café. At 2:10 
o'clock a uniformed policeman came in 
through the Calumet avenue entrance.

When we entered the cabaret show was 
‘going on. White men and girls and negroes 
alternated in singing and dancing. The 
amusement feature wae unobjectionable. 
This stopped at 1 a. m., when the front door 
was closed, also the public bar connecting 
with the restaurant. The service bar and 
café remained open, however. Both were 
in operation when wé left. Entrance after 
1 a. m. wae through a side door. 

At 1 a. m. there were about twenty-five 
couples in the place. Intoxicating liquors 
were sold openly after 1 a.m. Two women 
and a man entered the place and took seats 
at a table about 2 a. m. They were still 
there when we departed. One of the women 
approached our table apparently by mis- 
take. She appeared to be slightly under the 
influence of liquor. 

Three young men, two of them seemingly 
under age, attired. in evening clothes, were 
also among the late arrivals. They depart- 
ed when we did after Grinkjng beer and 
other intoxicants. 


* Buys Drinks Easily. 

I purchased a whisky diluted with sirup, 
two whisky and soda highballs, and an 
after dinner cordial, all of which I drank. I 
also purchased a quart bottie of whisky after 
2 a. m., which I brought to the office and 
turned over to F. at 2:45 a. m. 

W. was served with two bottles of beer and 
two brandies, which he drank, and also pur- 
chased four bottles of beer, three of which 
he brought to the office and turned over to F. 
With the exception of the first round all 
drinks were bought after 1 a. m. 

The crowd in the café thinned out between 
1 and 2 a. m., while we were eating lunch and 
ordering an occasional drink. A negro 
waiter, whose badge number was 7, served 
us. He told us of serving patrons as late 
as 3 a. m., mentioning in particular a young 
millionaire lumberman, whose absence from 
the city he regretted. He also told us of 
private dining rooms upstairs, rented to ex- 
chusive parties of from five to fifteen. 

As we were settling our bill—total for 
lunch, drinks, cigars, and tips, $7.75—« uni- 
formed boy brought our overcoats and hats. 
We told him we would be ready in a few 
minutes. 


“Can Stay as Long as You Want To.” 
“©, you may stay as long as you care to,’ 
he said. ‘‘ I just brought . because I am 

going home.“ 

At 2:10 a. m. a uniformed policeman entered 
the place by the side door. He walked di- 
rectly to the service bar and passed through 
the swinging doors. He remained in the bar 
fifteen minutes, leaving just before we did. 


On his way to and from the service bar he 


nodded to or chatted with the attachés of the 
café. W. and P. passed close to him as he 
walked out and looked at his badge number. 
They told me it was No. 1087. Ald. Tearney 
himself yas about the place up to about 2 
a. m. and maybe later, although I did not 
see him after that hour. It was a dull night. 
There was Mttle doing after 1:30 a. m. 

The café is richly furnished and, according 
to the menu, caters principally to auto- 
mobile parties. The wall decorations are 
name plates of automobile firms and there is 
a rather attractive painting of an automobile 
speedway above the lower wal! borders. 


No Disturbance in Place. 


There were no disturbances in the place 
which seems to be well conducted. Most o 
the women patrons wore expensive ns, 
and there is a general air of prosperity about 
the café. All the women had escorts. 

About a dozen automobiles were waiting 
outside when we entered the café at 12:35 
a.m. All were gone when we departed in a 
taxicab called for us by the waiter. cat 


SUNDAY. 

H. B. and I left the office at 12:35 dock 
Sunday morning, Dec. 29, 1912. We walked 
across the street and ‘hired H. D. to drive us 
in a taxicab to Al Tearney’s place, Thirty- 
fifth street and Calumet avenue. We ar- 
rived at Tearney’s at 12:55 o'clock. B. and 1 
went into the café while our automobile driver 
stood his machine down the street about 
fifty feet from the café. 

Im the café we ordered two bottles of beer 
and two chicken sandwiches. We ate the 
Sicken sandwiches and I drank some of the 
beer. The café was crowded—so crowded 
we could hardly find two chaire together. 

At 1:14 o'clock by B.'s watch I ordered two 
bottles of beer to be wrapped up so I could 
take them out with me. The order was filled. 

At 1:17 we left the café and walked to our 
taxi. We told the driver we wanted to take 
a picture or two, and he drove up almost In 
front of the entrance to Tearney’s café, but 
stood his machine on the opposite side of the 
street. 


Tearney Queries Photographer. 
B. took the camera and I held the flash- 
‘Hight. We ttood in the middle of the street 


at the north end of the string of afftomo- 


billes and. taxicabs We pulled one shot and 
were loading for another when a big chauf- 
feur, who gave his name as A. C. Dea, 4055 
Indiana avenue, came running over and 
asked us who we were taking the pictures 
for. He asked if we were taking them for 
some newspaper. I told him we were just 
taking some pictures. 

He said Tearney was . on the side- 
walk and wanted t) know. 

After I told the chauffeur we were just 
taking pictures he asked us if we wouldn’t 
wait until he got in front of his machine. 
It took us a few minutes to load the flash- 
lighter for the second shot and change the 
plates. We tried to take a second shot from 
the same position as we took the first one, 


but the cap did not go off, so we failed on 


that one. 


“No Pictures Here,“ Says Tearney. 

Then Tearney with six or eight chauffeurs 
rushed over where we were. 

“You're not going to take any pictures 
here, Tearney shouted. 

“ Why not?’ I asked. 

„Well, I said you weren't going to take 
any pictures here, and you're not, he said. 

This is a public street, Mr. Tearney,” 1 
said, ‘“‘and we will take pictures here tf we 
Wish.“ 

Lou take another picture, d—— you, and 
rn get you,“ Tearney yelled. 

“You know we have a right to take pic- 
tures in the streets, don't you?” B. asked.

Have you consulted an attorney? ” B.

Tearney grabbed at B. and I jumped th be- 
tween them. Then he started ush me 
out of the way. B. climbed into the machine. 


Withdraw from Place. 

“Tf there is to be any rough work, nr 
withdraw,” B. said. 

They're wise guys," some Noh Be 
shouted. They've got one ‘picture and 
they’re getting away. 

It was about 1:30 o'clock then. 

We told the chauffeur to drive around for 
about fifteen minutes and we would go back 
and get another picture. We drove over to 
Cottage Grove avenue, to the street a blook 
south of Thirty-fifth. Then we came down 
Grané boulevard. We left our machine about 
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I saw three or four chautleurs eee 
the street. 

I wanted B to have time to hide the plate in 
the machine, so I stayed back a short dis- 
tance. Three of them Started to fight with 
me, but I was able to keep them off until I got 
into the machine. Our cheuffeur started 
south in Grar.d bouvelard, but he hadn’‘t got 
more than twenty feet until a taxicab pulled 
in front of us and wedged our machine 


Then about fifteen or twenty ‘chauffeurs 
eurrounded us. They pulled open the doors 
on beth sides of the machine and ordered us 
to get out. We didn't get out. Then on my 
side, Which was the against the curb, 
one of the chauffeurs swung at me. 


Dea Swings at B. 

Six or eight others then swung, and they 
succeeded in landing on my face several 
times with fair sized wallops. Dea, who 
spoke to us when we took the first: picture, 
led the gang to our machine, and he was the 
first to swing at me 

When he missed me with his fist he took 
a pair of pliers from his pocket and pointed 
them at me like a revolver and ordered me 
to climb out. When I didn't get out he hit 

2 the mouth with the pliers, knocking a 
w pieces from three or fourteeth. 

* my side of the cab at that time it was 
a slugging match, with about six chauffeurs 
trying to pull me from the cab. One of them, 
a iittle man with blonde or light red heir, a 
brown overcoat, brown telescope hat, and 
mall head, climbed: into the cab. He hit me 
two or three times while the other held my 
hands. 8 

Finally I got him down on the floor of the 
cab and kicked him several times until he 
climbed dut. 

Tearney Directs Attack. 

On the other side of the cab Tearney was 
directing the attack. He rushed up to the 
cab nd shouted. to the chauffeurs: 

t those guys! Get the 
Get out of there! he shouted. “Give. me 
that camera. Break it up, boys! Get them, 
I tell you! 

He was swinging at B. all the time and 
urging the ‘chauffeurs to climb in. 

Then an old decrepit policeman came. 
He climbed into the cab on top of B. and 
me. The chauffeurs hit him and apparent- 
ly didn't care if he was there. 

Tearney reached in his hip pocket as if 
he were reaching for a revolver. He drew 
a knife and made a pass or two with the 
knife at B.'s hand, which held his camera 
grip. 

“Cut off hig hand! he shouted. ‘‘ Curt it 
off! Get those pictures! Kill em! Any way 
to get those pictures!” . 

When he spoke he had hold of B. 8 grip 
‘with his left hand and had the knife in the 
right hand. 


Policeman Sits on Besieged. 


The fighting continued for several minutes 

after the arrival of the policeman, whose 
name was Davidson Paul. He sat on our 
laps and let them hit us. Finally we told 
him to take us to the station, the blows in the 
face becoming somewhat monotonous. 

Tearney climbed on the running board and 
told our driver not to go to the Stanton ave- 
nue station at Thirty-fifth street. 

Drive them out south be said. ‘“ Drive 
them to one of the stations out there.“ 

But our chauffeur went to the station at 
Thiry-fifth street. Six or seven of the drivers 
followed us. 

“I want to prefer charges against these 
two men, Dea shouted as he walked into the 
station. The others pushed up to the desk 
and said the same thing. 

“What have they done?” the sergeant 
asked. 

“Tried to shoot us with a flashlight, Dea 
said.

Then I introduced myself to the sergeant 
and told him what we had been doing. While

Theee fellows 
had a right to take pictures, if they wanted 
to, and you had no business to interfere.”’ 

Then I said I would prefer changes against 
all the chauffeurs. A load of drunks came in 
then and while they were being booked Pa- 
trolman Paul let all the chauffeurs, except 
Dea, slip out at the door and get away. I 
told him to keep them in the station, but he 
let them walk out. 

After we had been at the station about 
twenty minutes Tearney called the sergeant 
and tried to get him to turn Dea loose. The 
sergeant refused. 

I put a charge of assault against Dea and 
he was held on $500 bond. He works for 
the Chicago Auto Livery company, 66 East 
Thirty-fifth street, and the manager came 
to go his bond. When we left, however, the 
$500 hadn't been raised and Dea was in the 
ceil. 

The policeman flatly refused to arrest 
Tearney. I asked him a half-dozen times 
to take him to the station, but he refused.

W. H. Wedemeyer Suffers Mental and

PANAMA, Dec. 29.—William H. Wede- 
meyer, congressman from the Second Mich- 
igan district, who at one time was the 
American consul at Georgetown, British 
Guiana, a graduate of the University of 
Michigan, and a member of the Panama 
congressional committee, which has been 
investigating conditions here for some time, 
is suffering from mental and physical break- 
down. 

The congressman was at first taken to the 
Ancon hospital, but was afterwards removed 
to the Taboga sanitarium, where no one was 
allowed to call on him. He ig in such poor 
health the doctors have prescribed absolute 
west, and it is uncertain whether he will be 
able to return with the congressional party.

City Fathers Say Merger Brokerage 
Charges Were Too High. « 


Efforts to eliminate the one item of differ- 
ence between the city and company repre- 


roads will be made tomorrow by; Chairman 


Block and members of the council committee 
on lecal transportation. Indications yester- 
day were that a compromise will be reached 
which will “ split” the difference and leave 
the valuation figure at approximately $75,- 
000,000. 

Although Chairman Block has opposed the 
idea of a compromise with the traction people 
the fact that W. G. Beale, counsel for the 
Chicago Elevated Railways company, has in- 
timated that he may possibly make further 
concessions brought from other members of 
the subcommittee statements that they would 
listen to any further suggestions from the 
traction men Today, the subcommittee will 
meet to frame the report which will be made 
to the complete committee tomorrow after- 
‘noon, 

Brokerage Allowance Under Discussion. 

The item under discussion isa ‘‘brokerage”’ 
allowance to be given to the syndicate that 
financed the clevated merger. The traction 
men asked for $3.717,712. This was to be in 
the redemption price of 148,708 shares of the 
new company’s preferred stock to be carried 
by the syndicate for three years. This the al- 
dermen declared at Saturdays meeting of 
the subcommittee to bea 25 per cent bonus on 
the money advanced by the syndicate, and 
the rate was declared to be too high, 

Mr. Beale repeated hissthtement that some 
of the men interested might accept a reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent on the bonus.

The “ soctaliaing " and “ societyizing of 
the Sabbath by the socially active claspes 
was condemned yesterday in a New Year's | 
sermon by Dr. John Timothy Stone, pastor 
of the Fourth Presbyterian church, which 
is attended by a fashionable congregation. 

There was no bitterness in Dr. Stone’s ad- 
dress. It wae a plea for salvation of the 
home life of the wealthy father—the home 
life on which, Dr. Stone said, Sunday social | 
activities had made such inroads that this 
one day when he could meet and enjoy the 
company of hie children and wife virtually 
had been taken away from him. 

Dr. Stone's text wae from Philippians tit., 
18-14. His theme was “ Pauls New Year 
Inspiration“ 


Sees Two Basic Perils. 

Dr. Stone took up questions which he said 
endanger the vital principles given to the 
nation by the fathers, stating two stand outin 
preéminence today: The increasing disregard 
of the marriage vow in its eacrednesa and 
disloyalty to God's day. 

“These two dangers threaten the democ- 
racy of our Christian civilization,”’ he as 
serted. ‘The rst destroys the home and 
the second the right influence of the home 
in the community. God's day is the home 
day. It is the day for worwhip, for rest, for 
meditation, for quiet, for recreating the worn 
out gensibilities and powers. It is not the 
day for social engagements, at least for the 
eccial side of life outside ones home. I by 
no means would debar that cordial and home- 
Uke touch of life which invites the stranger 
or the friend away from his own hometothe 
cordial welcome of the fireside. 


Protests Sunday Teas. 

“But I wish to lift my voice against the’ 
growing tendency of today to“ socialize and 
‘gocietyise’ the Sabbath in making it a 
day for teas and parties and receptions, for 
concerts, dinners, and amusements. We owe 
to our young people the blessing of God's 
day. We as Christian people should take a 
tand on this important question. 

“None, we believe, intentionally have 
broken God's law: .‘ Remember the Sabbath 
day and keep it holy.’ e e N is 
responsible. 

I twenty-five famtisMee of this compvenity 
took a stand on this question with wise and 
kindly determination we could check this 
present day tendency. Too many in all our 
churches have disregarded the importance 
of this eubject for our statement to be con- 
strued personally. If we disregaraé God's 
day there can be but one result, and chat a 
disastrous one. I plead with you, my people, 
to take this eubjeot to heart. 


Says Chicago Can Lead. 

“Some may assert the social example of 
other great cities demands this action on our 
part. I denyit. Chioago bee a right to lead 
instead of following, and there are plenty of 
earnest Christian people here and in the 
other great cities of our land who deplore the 
inroads made on the home life of God's day 
and God's house in the disregard of God's 
jawe and the destruction of the Sabbath. 

“ May our church here on the north side of 
Chicago stand now and always for the pres 
ervation of the Sabbath and the upbullding 
of the home.

That such geographical countries, entirely 
lacking in everything which makes for 
nationality, cannot, unguided by a strong 
hand, develop a modern civilization is seif- 
evident. The two most prominent of this type 
are India and the Philippine Islands. 

In such countries this propaganda against 
the white operates more to the disadvantage 
of the native than the white. It leads him 
to belleve that he is capable of governing 
himself when he is not only incapable of es- 
tcdlishing a just government but even of 
maintaining order. It leads inevitably toa 
distrust and dislike which cannot but hamper 
the development of the people and the coun- 
try. It leads to violent acts often cul- 
minating in revolis which naturally bring 
reprisals by which the native is sure to be 
the loser. 


Lower Classes Greatest Menace. 


The oriental people may be roughly divided 
into those who, having some education, are 
able to think for themselves and those who, 
lacking ‘practically all education, are gov- 
erned by their prejudices. The latter class 
is the great majority. 93 
The educated native sees that western 
methods are necessary and is working to edu- 
cate himself and his people. While in most 
cases he has no great love for the white man, 
he is not entirely blinded by race hatred, 
neither is he entirely unaware of the selfish 
motives back of the Japanese propaganda, 
nor is he’entirely willing to see his country 
used as a stepping stone to Japanese su- 
premacy. In those countries controlled by 
white natives the educated native, even if 
he be working selfishly for pe'itical advance- 
ment, knows that the wnice mans presence is 
necessary and will be necessary for some 
time to come. 

Not so, however, with the uneducated, ihe 
great mass of the orient. They are governed 
by their prejudices. They have a racial dis- 
like for the white. This propaganda is turn- 
ing this dislike to a hatred and at the same 
time teaching them to despise the race 
bated. This can bring only serious trouble 
bound to hurt both native and white in the 
end. 


Philippine Possession Side Issue. 


If all this be so, why not give up the Phi!- 
ippines and so escape from pan-orientalism 
and all the troubles which it engenders? 
For this reason: Our possessing or not pos- 
sessing the Philippines is a side issue so 
small that it hardly affects the main ques- 
tion. 

The main question is this: Possessing an 
immence Pacific seaboard, trading with ort- 
ental peoples, having an immigration ques- 
tion, and in all the many ways we now come 
in contact with European peoples, we come 
each day of necessity more and more in con- 
tact with oriental peoples. 

What is going to be our attitude? How 
are we going to treat them, and what treat- 
ment are we going to demand from them? 
That is the question which looms larger and 
larger each day in the history of this coun- 
try. That is the question which, imper- 
fectly understood, is almost ignored in this 
country. That is the question which, per- 
fectly understood, is being carefully pre- 
pared for in Japan. 


Races Cannot Be Mixed. 

The whole matter hinges on the question 
of oriental immigration. The oriental wishes 
to emigrate. Do we want him? If he is 
allowed to come he must either be assim- 
llated or remain a race apart. While yel- 
low races mixing among themselves and 
white races among themselves, as Ameri- 
cans well know, produce virile, energetic 
people, the mixture of two such dissimilar 
races as yellow and white is always a 
failure. 


India, the white Mestizo in the Philippines, 
or the Portuguese half caste can have no 
doubt of that fact. Therefore, even were. 
assimilation possible, the result is decidediy 
undesirable. 3 | 

Admitting assimilation impossible, what 
would be the result? The Pacific states 
would be with thousands of orientals. 
If they were permitted to work for the low 
wages which they will accept, the white man 
would gradually be driven out.

Many Laws for Twelve States. 

The legislatures of twelve middle western 
states will meet in regular session begin- 
ning early next month, 

Wisconsin probably will attract next 
greatest attention. Its legislature has 
mapped out a comprehensive program of 
„ social betterment ’”’ legislation for the year 
1918 far in advance of other states in the 
middle west, if not in the country, Efforts 


to establish a system of rural credits to aid 


farmers, a system of land colonization that 
will make possible the back to the land 
movement for the man with little money, @ 
mothers’ pension plan, a minimum wage bill, 
and a recall bill for members of state com- 
missioners are a few of the measures that 
will be considered. 


Seven States to Elect Senators.

No senator will be 
elected next year in Ohio, Indiana, Missouri, 
and Wisconsin.

IIII- 
nols may choose two Democrats or name 
one Democrat and a Republican or other 
party member to fill the short term opened 
by the expulsion of William Lorimer. 


“MONEY” INQUIRY IN BOUNDS; 
“KILLS” RUMOR TO CONTRARY 


Attorney General Wickersham Says Al- 
leged Opinion Was That of Assistant 
and Never Had His O. K. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 29.—[Special.j— 
Considerable excitement was caused here to- 
day by the publication of what purported to 
be an opinion rendered by Attorney General 
Wickersham to the effect that the money 
trust investigation committee has exceeded 
its authority to inquire into the affairs of 
stock exchanges, clearing houses and ingur- 
ance companies. Visions of a collapse of the 
investigation were seen by excited statesmen. 

It turned out that the publication was not 
the opinion of the attorney general, but a 
draft of a proposed opinion submitted to him 
by his assistant, Wrisiey Brown, a young law- 
yer who now ts detailed to assist the house 
managers inthe Archbold tmpeachment trial. 

Mr. Wickersham rejected the sweeping 
statements in Brown’‘s opinion and simply 
advised President Taft that he may, in his 
discretion, permit the controller of the cur- 
rency to furnish information regarding na- 
tional banks to the Pujo committee. 

Acting on Mr. Wickersham’s advice, Presi- 
dent Taft has written a letter to Chairman 
Pujo declining to direct the controNer to 
institute the special investigation of national 
bank affairs desired by the committee, but 
stating that the controller is authorized to 
furnish certain information already in hig 
possession. 

It transpired tonight that the attorney 
general is angered by the publication of the 
Brown opinion and has instituted an inquiry 
to determine whether the young lawyer had 
anything to do with the disclosure.

NEW PEACE TERMS 


Modified Proposals Expected 
to Be Basis for Immedi- 
ate Negotiations. 


BALKAN ALLIES ANXIOUS. 


Want to Come Down to Real Bus- 
ness; Would Resume War 
Rather than Lose Spoils. 


LONDON, Dec: 20.—Notwithstanding ap- 
parently insurmountable difficulties attend- 
ing the successful issue of the Balkan peace 
conference, the prospects tonight look bright- 
er, more because of the changing atmosphere 
of the conference than on account of any 
new fact. 

In the first place it is stated on good author- 
ity that the Turkish delegates will present 
vomorrow .modified terms better caloulated 
to afford a basis for negotiations, and, in the 
second place, the allies appear more anxious 
to come to real business, if it is at all possible. 

They have occupied the week end in ex- 
changing Jong cipher telegrams with their 
respective governmen s, in order fully to be 
informed on all points and in complete agree- 
ment. They seem to be nervously appre- 
hensive that they will be deprived of the 


fruits of their victories by European inter- 
vention. 


Will Fight to Finish. 

“It is difficult, one of the delegates said 
tonight, to say whether our struggle will be 
harder against Mussulman oppression or 
against European intervention, which already 
several times has prevented us from shaking 
off the Ottoman yoke, Although our armies 
have victoriously reached Tchatalja, Europe 
might wish to return Adrianople to the Mos- 
lems, forgetting or ignoring what that would 
mean for the Christian population, But we 
know the value of the so-called European 
guarantees for Turkish reforms, and this time 
we will not give in. 

“If official Europe likes horrors it shall 
have them. We will fight to the bitter end. 
Tn eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth!“ 


Fear Actions of Austria. 

The Balkan delegates fear that Austria's 
attitude is encouraging the Turks to resist. 

If reports from Vienna are true Austria 
still persists in the enlargement of the front- 
lers of autonomous Albania to such an ex- 
tent that it will absorb the territori«s claimed 
by Greece, Servia, and Montenegro, and as 
Montenegro treats the proposition of the ex- 
change of Scutari for Mount Lowehen as a 
blackmailing proposition,“ the difficulties 
raised by Austria's attitude have rather in- 
creased than diminished. 


Will Not Give Up Adrianople.

Princeton, N. J., Dec. 20.—President Elect 
Wilson came home tonight after an all day 
ride from Staunton, Va., his birthplace.

You have got to lay down the great 
measurements of moralsand square by them. 
It has got to be done slowly, because some 
men need a lot of education. It has got to be 
done tenderly because if you can educate a 
man there is no use killing him before you 
have educated him. It has got to be done in 
such a way as not to tear and destroy the 
economy and fiber of the nation and so stop 
the processes of life, but it has got to be done, 
and it has got to be done with an absolutely 
inflexidle will. 

I daresay the patient will not always like 
it. I daresay that there are some gentlemen 
who will be criticising the processes of 
change until they die; but some of them are 
elderly and so the criticism of the processes 
of change may not be as long as we fear.

SUFFRAGISTS AND BISHOP WAR 


„Gen.“ Jones Answers Doane’s 
“Silly Women“ Charge. 


PLAN SEARCH FOR SULZER. 


Pickets About Albany to Trap Goy- 
ernor Elect and Get. Hearing. 


Albany, N. T., Dec. 29.—[Special.}—Bishop 
William Crosswell Doane of the Episcopal 
diocese of Albany and Gen.“ Rosalie Jones, 
commander in chief of the suffragist 
“army” which reached Albany yesterday 
with a message for Gov. Sulzer, locked horns 
tonight over the question of woman suffrage 
generally and the objects of the pligrimage 
in particular. 

Bishop Doane, who is an outspoken antag- 
onist of woman suffrage, made it plain that 
he was not in sympathy with the heralded 
march. 

“I have no faith in the cause of the suf- 
fragtstas, Bishop Doane said. “ The women 
themselves are not as ill behaved as their 
sisters in England, but they are actuated by 
the same impulses. Suffragism, as we have 


come to know it here in New York state, 


differs from the suffragism in England as the 
comparative differs from the superlative. 


Called Silly, Excited Women. 

“The suffragists who made this march 
from New York to Albany are a band of 
silly, excited, and exaggerated women. Their 
sole aim in making this pilgrimage, as they 
are wont to call it, was the attraction of at- 
tention. This demonstration will not help 
their cause any.“ 

Gen. Rosalie Jones was quick of re- 
s ponse when she heard of Bishop Doane's re- 
marks. 

„The good bishop is misguided,” retorted 
the general.“ “His own daughter, Mrs. 
Margaret Doane Gardner, a famous and 
ardent anti-suffragist, is Making just as ag- 
gressive a fight against the cause as we are 
waging for it. It is for no man to predict 
what this pilgrimage will accomplish.” 


Will Wait on Sulzer. 

Early tomorrow morning two suffragists 
will be stationed at the main entrance of the 
hotel at which Gov. Elect Sulzer has engaged 
reservations, while Gladys Courseh, “ ald,“ 
will search the building for the executive. 
When she has found him she will ask for a 
two minute appointment for Gen.“ <osalie 
Jones. If he agrees to this, Gen Jones, 
bearing the black bag of oileloth which con- 
tains the secret message, will confer with 
him and offer the parchment.

Mrs. Prout knew nothing, it is said, of her 
husband's past life, and when he was ar- 
rested by Under Sheriff Hill tonight she gave 
a scream and fell in a faint. Prout was 
taken to the county jail. Later Prout told 
his wife of his past: He will be taken to 
Billings, Mont., in a couple of days. 

He declares another term in the peniten- 
tiary is less cruel than the suspense and rest- 
lessness over the thought that he was a 
‘hunted "’ man. 

Prout claims a man living in Denver, out 
of revenge, revealed his identity to the au- 
thorities. 

Prout was convicted of a mining stock con- 
fidence game several years ago in Montana, 
the sheriff says, and sent to the penitentiary. 
Upon being released he drifted back to his 
old life. worked several more confidence 
games, and also committeed grand larceny. 
He eluded the authorities and decided to 
change his ways of living. 


Marries and Settles Down. 

It was following the commission of his 
alleged crimes that Prout married, and he 
has been “living here ever since, respected 
and making a success. He maintained of- 
fices th one of the local office buildings 

It is said that some of the men with whom 
he was associated in the mining business 
have become uneasy and have started an 
investigation of his affairs.

QUT ON STRIKE 


Quitting Notice Read to United 
Male Garment Workers 
in New York. 


CHICAGOAN THE LEADER 


National Exeeutive Committee 
Places T. A. Rickert 
in Charge. 


New York, Dec. 29,—One hundred and fifty 
thousand men, women, and children em- 
ployed in the men's clothing industry in this 
city were ordered to strike tomorrow by the 
local executive committee of the United Male 
Garment Workers of America, at a meeting 
today. Four thousand shops are expected 
to be affected if the order is obeyed. 

Crowds of workers thronged the streets 
outside the building where the meeting was 
held and cheered when the strike decision 
was read to them. Hundreds of persons 
were prevented by the police from parading 
through the east side to show their approval 
of the order. 


Chicagoan at Head. 

The national execufive committee later 
gave its indorsement to the strike, and voted 
to place T. A. Rickert of Chicago, chairmen, 
at its head 

Fifty national organizers were appointed as 
alda to National Chairman Rickert, and it 
was announced that 1,000 pickets will be 
scattered about the city tomorrow morning to 
intercept workers not obeying the strike 
order. 

A committee of 1,000, under Abraham 
Cahan, editor of Forward, a daily newspaper, 
will work with the national chairman, 

The demands of the workers have not been 
formally presented to employers, represen te- 
tives of the latter said. Henry Waxman, 
treasurer of the national committee, ex- 
plained this today as follows: 

“The manufacturers give no notice in ad- 
vance when they are going to cut wages, and 
we are following the same tactics.’ 

Demands of Toilers. 

The subcontract system, which is declared 

to have led to labor in dark tenements and 


also to child labor, figures in the demands. 


The abolition of botn is asked. Other de- 
mands. are a 20 per cent wage increase with 
a minimum wage. scale of $10 a week for 
women and $16 for men, overtime work to be 
paid for at time and a balf rate, and holl- 
day overtime at double rates, and clean and 
sanitary workshops. 

Strike ledders, discussing the demand for 
better wages, said that men have been re- 
celving as low as 58 a week and women less. 

Manufacturers declare their readiness to 
meet the emergency. They said today they 
would have new employés on hand tomor, 
row to take the placeg of thestrikers. Eu- 
gene Benjamin, president of the New York 
Clothing Trade association, said he does not 
think more than 20 per cent of the garment- 
workers will walk out. 

Big Waiters’ Strike Planned. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 29.—[Special.]~— 
Nearly five hundred waiters, delegates from 
unions in every large city. in the country east 
of Chicago, have bee ny in, session nearly ,all 
day discussing the advisability of calling a 
country-wide strike for the purpose of en- 
forcing a fifteen pencent advance in wages 
and better working conditions. The sessions 
of the meeting were secret, but following the 
night session it was announced that some 
sort of a statement will be forthcoming on 
the night of Dec. 31. 


ASKS U. S. SUPREME COURT 
TO RULE AGAINST JOHNSON. 
Solicitor General Says Effort to Get Writ 


of Habeas Corpus in Advance of Trial 
Is Improper. 


Washington, D. C., Dee. 20.—The United 
States Supreme court is asked by Solicitor 
General Bullitt in a brief to dismiss sum- 


.marily” the application of Jack Johnson, 


the negro pugilist, for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, contesting the constitutionality of the 
Mann act for the alleged violation of which 
Johnson is awaiting trial at Chicago. 

The solicitor general does not argue the 
question of constitutionality, but devotes his 
brief to the view that it is not proper pro- 
cedure to seek Johnson’s release by writ of 
habeas corpus in advance of trial.“ 

The lower court denied the writ and the 
solicitor general says: 

This is one of those cases which should 
be summarily affirmed without any inquiry 
as to the constitutionality of the act of 
congress under which the appellant was in- 
dicted and arrested. 

Here is a man indicted in a federal court, 
seeking release by habeas corpus in ad- 
vance of trial upon the ground that the 
statute is unconstitutional. The writ of 
habeas corpus has no such function. It is 
no substitute for a writ of error even after 
conviction. : 

In the case at bar Jack Johnson has his 
complete remedy by demurrer, etc., in the 
District court, where he can fully test the 
constitutionality of the white slave traffic 
act. If convicted, his remedy is by writ of 
error.“ 

The case is set for hearing in the Supreme 
court Jan. 6.

Hundreds Call on Leaders Wait- | 
ing to Be Sentenced, 


GIVES STATEMENT TO UNION. 


MeClory Says Body Will Prosper De- 
spite Recent Troubles. 


Indianapolis, Ind, Dec. 29.—[{Special.}— 
Hundreds of persons called at the Marion 
county jail today to express their sympathy 
to the thirty-eight labor leaders who tomor- 
row will be sentenced for conspiracy. Most 
of them were refused entrance, as admission 
was by passes only, but the entrance to the 
jail was filled with baskets of food tagged 
with the names of certain prisoners. 

The scenes among the women relatives of 
the prisoners clamoring to be admitted were 
Saturday, when by the verdicts about thirty 
similar to those enacted in the courtroom on 
wives were separated from their husbands. 


Statement to Union Members. 
All the prisoners refused to talk about the 
verdicts which convicted them of country- 
wide outrages, 


The only statement forthcoming from the 
iron workers’ international headquarters to- 
day was issued by Secretary Joseph E. Me- 
Olory, Cleveland. Mr. Meclory and Ed 
Lewis, San Francisco, an executive board 
mem ber, are the only officials of the unton out 
of jail. 

To the 12,000 members of the union, whose 
strike against “open shop,’ contractors wae 
named by the government as the motive for 
McNameara’s dynamite plots, Mr. McClory 
issued this statement: 

In spite of all the trouble we have faced 
during the last twenty months our orgamiza- 
tion is stronger today than itever was. We 
have in our ranks än abundance of capable 
leaders and our affairs will continue to be 
managed with the best cate and ability ob- 
tainable. The obligation of the organization 
to its members will be performed in every 
respect and we feel confident that our mem- 
bers to a man will remain loyal to our union. 
The absence of some of our officers will not 
interfere with the management of our busi- 
ness. 

The union’s last convention was held in 
Milwaukee in 1911, five months after the 
McNamaras were arrested. The annual con- 
vention this year was indefinitely postponed. 


Will Hear Fate Today. 

The thirty-eight convicted men face the 
prospect of receiving prison terms ranging 
from any minimum to a possible maximum 
of thirty-nine and one-half years. They will 
be taken before Federal Judge Albert B. 
Anderson at 10 a. m. 

United States Marshal Edwerd Schmidt 
has arranged for a specia! train to leave for 
the federal prison at Fort Leavénworth, 
Kas. It will start as soon as the court pro- 
nounces judgment unless some of the prison- 
ers are allowed their liberty on bonds pend- 
ing appeals. 

The entire responsibility for fixing the pun- 
ishment.rests with the court. Any mini- 
mum leaves the court the right to give 
liberty to any prisoner by suspending sen- 
tence, or a money fine may be imposed. 

Chester H. Krum, counsel for the convict- 
ed men, has taken charge of arrangements 
for appeals to the United States Circuit 
Céurt of Appeals since Senator J. W. Kern 
left for Washington. 


CHICAGO IRON MEN SILENT. 

Officials of local No. 1 of the Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers yesterday main- 
tained silence regarding the conviction of 
their fellow unionists at Indianapolis, 

At the semi-annual election of officers in 
headquarters of the union, 20 West Wash- 
ington street, no one would discuss the ques- 
tion. 

At the homes of the five Chicago men con- 
victed curtains were down and doors locked. 
In every instance their wives have been in 
Indianapolis with them and will not return 
for several days.

THE DYNAMITE CONVICTIONS. 

The conviction for dynamiting of thirty- 
eight union members, some of them high 
officials, is perhaps the gravest ‘event in 
our trade union history. Its importance to 
labor, and not less its importance to the 
nation, cannot be blinked. 

The men found guilty came from com- 
munities widely separate, from Massachu- 
setts, New York, Pennsylvania, IIlinois, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Missouri, Colorado, 
California. In one trade every main divi- 
sion of the country is represented, or mis- 
represented. This means that the conspir- 
acy, the practice or system of organized 
violence, was national, not local or spo- 
radic. 

The trial consumed nearly three months. | 
The defendants had able counsel, one of 
them perhaps as able a trial lawyer as any 
atthe American bar. The jury, farmers and 
small business men, are not charged with 
bias. The trial is not alleged to have been 
unfair. The evidence piled up and the ver- 
dict, after two days deliberation, after 
three months’ hearing, was guilty. 

This will fall heavily upon the conscious- 
ness of the American people. It should so 
fall upon the consciousness of all labor 
leaders and union men who have declared 
again and again that labor believed in peace, 
in the American principle of open debate 
and moral suasion. 

If union labor does not secretly accept the 
syndicalist policy—which at least has the vir- 
tue of open declaration—if it is truly for 
peaceful methods and opposed to the meth- 
ods of secret violence—then now is the time 
to declare it “publicly, formally, and’ au- 
thoritatively, and back that declaration by 
weeding out of its leadership all men who 
countenance violence, secret or open. ; 

No greater misfortune could happen to 
American labor and to the nation, upon 
whose well being the welfare of labor de- 
pends, than the establishment of the anarch- 
istic methods of Europe in progressive Amer- 
ica. 


A GREAT ARTISTE NEGLECTED.

CONNECTING CONSUMER AND 
PRODUCER.

The market does 
that where distances are not too great, but 
it can hardly do so in a large city. The 
English raisers of fruits’ and vegetables, 
producers of poultry and country cured 
meats, and handlers of fish use the parcels 
post successfully to reach their customers 
directly. 

The price, then, is fixed at the farm or 
at the source of production, plus the mod- 
erate charges of the post, and, within the 
limitation of the post, the producer and the 
consumer are brought into the same market 
to sell and buy.

CHURCH CHARITIES. 

OR a long time the church was al- 
most the only agency of philanthropy 
and charity. Cutting says: 

The church’s contribution to eiv- 

ilization in the past is immeasura- 

ble. In the middle ages the monasteries 

were the refuges to which flocked the poor, 
the suffering, the widow and orphan.” 

So many agencies for relief are develop- 
ing outside of the church that we are dis- 
posed at times to forget that the aggregate 
part of what is done by all the churches 
still surpasses what is done by other agen- 
cies. Most of our hospitals bear names 
that identify them with their church affilia- 
tions, a large number of the dispensaries 
are maintained by churches, the churches 
have nursing orders and other orders for 
visitation of the sick and needy. 

The powerful and charitable Catholic 
church maintains its St. Vincent society 
with functions much the same as those of 
the United Charities. Among its objects 
are: Showing practical proof of love for 
one’s neighbor, especially when that neigh- 
bor is sick, destitute, or otherwise afflicted; 
cultivating spiritual grace among its mem- 
bers by the performance of services emi- 
nently acceptable to God while hastening 
to relieve suffering and distress.

Its cardinal aim is to upbuild character 
and promote the sanctification of those who 
receive its various bounties. Its annual 
reports record cases visited, help given, rail- 
road fare furnished, and much the same 
line of items as that of United Charities. 
The charities of the Catholic and Prot- 
estant churches are monumental. They 
steady society, they stay revolution, they 
promote peace and content. They are great 
factors in the stability of society. They 
should be, they must be, supported. They 
are reading new meanings into the word 
philanthropy. d

Every church is a contributor of its funds 
toward the maintenance of one or more hos- 
pitals.

| DENTAL TROUBLE. 
T. A. G., D. D. S., writes Referring to 


the letter of Miss H. 8. regarding trouble 


at lingual surface of upper front teeth, from 
her description of the case I think the dim. 
culty is not due to any growth or abnormal 
ity of the tissue. The tubercle which you 
have suggested as being located at the an- 


terior of the junction of the two plates of 


bone forming the hard palate is doubtless 
inflamed, owing to the elongated lower incis- 
ors coming in contact with the tissues at the 
base of the upper central incisors. The elon- 
gation is due to an abnormal or excessive 
overbite. Several remedies may be sug- 
gested. 1. Applications of astringent lo- 
tions to inflamed part. 2. Shortening of in- 
terlor incisors by grinding, which will rem- 
edy the trouble until further elongation oc- 
curs. 3. If patient is past adult ageand pos- 
terior teeth are missing the insertion of crown 
and bridge work or a plate as indicated, 
with opening of the bite, will prevent undue 
closure and consequent contact at point of 
irritation. I have met with this condition a 
number of times in practice and have not 
found an operation necessary except where 
hypertrophy of the gums was present.”

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 
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RELAND’S official flag after the home 
rule bill becomes law will, by agree- 
ment between the government and the 
Nationalist party, not be the green flag 
with the golden harp, which figures as 

the standard of Erin in this country. but the 
union jack or imperial flag, as displayed by 
the great dependencies of the British crown. 

The unidn jack is already by statute the 
flag of the empire. Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, and South Africa each make use 
of the union jack, on the field of which is 
shown. the special heraldic devices of the 
self-governing dependency in question. 

So it will be with Ireland. A quarter of the 
flag will be devoted to the union jack, and 
on the remainder of the red, white, or blue 
field, as the case may be, there will be the 
heraldic charge of Ireland, presumably the 
harp. 

As stated by the leader of the National- 
ists in the house of commons the other day. 
the union jack, which dates from the union 
in 1800, has hitherto been regarded with 
hatred by an overwhelming majority of the 
Irish people, as symbolizing the loss of their 
legisiative dependence. But once the union 
is repealed and autonomy granted to Ire- 
land—once Ireland is admitted into the em- 
pire on terms of equality and honor with 
the other dependencies of the crown—the 
union jack with the Irish charge will become 
the emblem of a contented Ireland.

King George, the only reigning sovereign 
in the world who maintains a racing stable, 
and whose colors, duly registered, are to 
be seen on the racetrack, has won so many 
of the lesser races during the last year that 
his stud shows a net profit of $20,000 over 
the cost of the training and upkeep of the 
horses.

Sir Valentine Chirol has been succeeded 
by Wickham Steed as foreign editor of the 
London Times. Steed has hitherto been the 
resident correspondent of that paper at 
Vienna, where he made a considerable name 
for himself by his exceptional independence 
of character and his unusual grasp of Euro- 
pean politics. In fact, the dispatches of the 
London Tints from Vienna during the last 
three years have been the features of the 
paper. 

If I call attention tg this it is owing to 
the very intimate connection between this 
great organ of the English press and the 
British government. It is perfectly true that 
the editorial policy of the paper is often 
against the administration, which it does 
not hesitate to criticise and assall in the 
most violent manner. This does not prevent’ 
the government of the day, no matter what 
the party in power, from invariably using 
the Times, in preference to any other news- 
paper, as its channel for official communica- 
tions to the public. 

Moreover, no resident correspondent of the 
paper is appointed to any of the great capi- 
tals of Europe without a previous under- 
standing with the foreign office. So that the 
embassy and the Times correspondent al- 
most invariably work hand in hand. Sir 
Valentine Chirol, who has been for so many

year foreign editor of the Times, was a 
clerk in the foreign office for a number of 
years before he joined the Times as its cor- 
respondent in Berlin. He was holding that 
office when selected to succeed Sir Donald 
Mackenzie Wallace as director of the foreign 
department of the great paper.

Sir Herbert Maxwell, who has been holding 
forth in England on the necessity of making 
periodical weedings of private libraries, and 
of being particularly careful in the process, 
speaks from bitter experience. For not long 
ago, wishing to buy the latest edition of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica, he determined to 
make room for it by getting rid of some books 
which he had come to regard as useless. Ac- 
cordingly he sold a quantity of them, in- 
cluding a complete set of an English sport- 
ing magazine extending over seventy years, 
for something under $200. and proudly 
boasted that as the money in question had 
gone to the purchase of the encyclopedia the 
latter had not really cost him a penny piece. 

Some time afterwards his satisfaction in 
connection with the transaction received a 
severe blow by the discovery that the set 
of the sporting magazine which he had sold 
had fetched at a public sale in London the 
sum of $4,000. 

A friend of his, the late Alexander Oswald, 
was @ great bibliophile. When he died his 
George, who succeeded to his 
property, and who had no such tastes, found 
the house crowded with books. The corridors 
were cumbered ‘with them, the bedrooms were 
jammed with them, and if anybody wanted 
a game of billiards it took a long summer's 
day to clear the billiard room. At length he 
got so exasperated that he gave orders to 
have every book got rid of that had not a 
decent binding, and thousands of volumes 
were sold at a shilling apiece. Among them 
was a Kilmarnock edition of Burns’ poems 
in 1787, ip boards, which subsequently fetched 
at a salg@in London the sum of 500 guineas.

The name of Maxwell appears frequently 
in the annals of Scotland, and one of them, 
Sir John, particularly distinguished himself 
at the battle of Otterburn, where, according 
to the Chronicles of Froissart, his contem- 
porary, he captured Sir Ralph Percy, son of 
the Earl of Northumberland, and brother of 
the noted Hotspur, The tradition in this con- 
nection may be said to have been continded, 
for Sir Herbert's son and heir, Capt. Aymer 
Maxwell of the Grenadier Guards, captured 
not long ago the heart and the hand of Lady 
Mary Percy, daughter of the Duke and 
Duchess of Northumberland, and sister of 
that Lord Eustace Percy who is now attached 


to the British embassy at Washington as 
secretary.

Sir Herbert is president of the Society of 
Antiquaries in London, sat for a number of 
years in parliament for Wigtownshire, and 
achieved fame as one of the best dressed men 
in the house of commons.

EXPLOSION WRECKS BUILDING 
OF TAR PAPER MANUFACTORY. 


Spontaneous Combustion of Vapor Be- 
lieved to Have Caused Blast That 
Blows Out Wall.

PIONEER ‘BICYCLE COP’ QUITS. 


Charles L. Johnson to Go into Business 
After Twenty-three Years on Chi- 
cago Police Force. 


Charles L. Johnson, Chicago's first ‘‘ bicy- 
cle cop. and the champion rider of the de- 
partment, has resigned after twenty-three 
years’ service. He will enter business. 

Johnson, who has been detailed at the 
Hudson avenue station for several years, 
joined the force in 1889. When the bicycle 
craze began he was the first man detailed 
on a machine. His principal duty for sev- 
eral years was the recovery of stolen bi- 
cycles, and thousands of dollars’ worth of 
machines were returned to their owners by 
Johnson. In 1807 he won the bicycle cham- 
pionship of the department and frequentiny 
defeated professional riders. 

“JT am sorry to see Johnson leave the 
force, said Chief McWeeny. “ He has been 
in plain clothes for sixteen years and hase 
made an exceptional record.”
